A One-Man Show 

Will anyone challenge DA Tony Rackauckas to become the county’s next top lawman?

G iven that the district attorney’s job 
is the most powerful public office 
in Orange County, a place with 
a population greater than about 20 U.S. 
states, you might guess the competition for 
the elected position would be fierce. Police 
and deputies can 
arrest anyone they 
want, but the DA 
decides who gets 
prosecuted and who 
doesn’t. He—there’s 
never been a female 
occupant in the 
seat—even controls 
secret grand juries 
that can ignore or 
expose politically 
sensitive shenani¬ 
gans. Did you know 
the DA also is protected by a frown-frozen, 
armed security detail that lends visual 
stature to the government job? 

Yet as I write this column, the 5 p.m. 
March 7 candidate filing deadline for this 
year’s local elections is looming, and only 
one person, at least on official paper, wants 
to be DA: Tony Rackauckas. The Repub¬ 
lican incumbent since 1999, Rackauckas 
might not remember the thrill of campaign 
combat. He last faced an opponent 12 years 
ago. Nevertheless, despite his advanced 
age of 71, the DA, who also loves fishing in 
the Pacific Ocean with friends, insists he’s 
ready and willing—even eager—to serve a 
fifth, four-year term. 

We reported on our news blog, Navel 
Gazing, last week that Brea’s Greg Dia¬ 
mond, a member of the Orange County 
Democratic Party, an employment lawyer, 
political blogger and fiery Occupy Wall 
Street activist, announced he intends to 
challenge Rackauckas. Diamond, who 
is hoping to raise about $30,000 for the 
necessary filing fees, sees the present 
DA as both incompetent and corrupt. 

He is motivated to run by the thought 
that he wouldn’t be able to vote against 
Rackauckas—a former homicide prosecu¬ 
tor and county judge who won the unani¬ 
mous endorsement of the local GOP in 
February—unless there is another name 
on the ballot. 

But it’s a certainty the one person on 
the planet who wants to be DA more than 
anyone else—including Rackauckas—is 
Supervisor Todd Spitzer, a former pros¬ 
ecutor and Republican state Assembly- 
man. When Spitzer faced term limits in 
Sacramento after 2008, the DA brought 
him back to the office in a teacher- 
pupil, grooming arrangement that by all 
accounts was supposed to lead Spitzer 
into the DA’s job after this year’s election. 
By August 2010, however, the deal crashed 
with dueling press conferences: Spitzer 
labeled Rackauckas a crook and liar, and 
the DA described him as an emotionally 
unhinged egomaniac. 


Though the public name-calling 
receded long ago, don’t think for a second 
the animus between the men has dimin¬ 
ished. They truly don’t like each other. 
Indeed, it’s not beyond reason to believe 
Rackauckas—who abhors campaigning—is 
running for re-election this time to block 
a better-financed, always-campaign-ready 
Spitzer, more than 17 years his junior, from 
taking the post. 

The Rackauckas camp is amused after 
learning in recent weeks Spitzer quietly 
commissioned what they claim was a 
$3,500 poll to test the waters to chal¬ 
lenge the DA this year. According to Mike 
Schroeder, Rackauckas’ longtime pal and 
informal but potent campaign adviser, 
the supervisor at least tentatively planned 
to renege on his 2012 supervisor’s race 
pledge to serve his entire, four-year term 
by filing candidacy papers at the last hour. 
The poll allegedly prodded voters for 
name recognition and perceptions about 
Spitzer, Rackauckas, ex-state Senator Dick 
Ackerman, as well as Schroeder’s ex-wife 
and Rackauckas’ chief of staff, Susan Kang 
Schroeder. The last-minute, sneak-attack 
idea may have crumbled—if it really has— 
in part because two consultants Spitzer 
hired for the task left their jobs, according 
to Schroeder. 

Rumors persist that the DA hopes to 
block Spitzer from grabbing the office in 
2018 as well by retiring before his next 
term ends and allowing a majority of the 
Board of Supervisors to hand-pick his 
interim replacement: Susan Kang Schro¬ 
eder. If such a plot exists, a Michelle Steel 
victory over Alan Mansoor to replace John 
Moorlach on the board increases chances 
for success. Steel and Schroeder, both 
Korean Americans, are close. 

Spitzer did not respond to requests 
for comment. 


COP CONSPIRACY CASE ON PAUSE 

An Orange County judge continues to 
ponder a January request by lawyers 
for the Costa Mesa Police Association, a 
cop-union law firm and the firm’s private 
detective to kill a lawsuit filed by Costa 
Mesa Mayor Jim Righeimer, the Republi¬ 
can who says he was the target of a 2012 
conspiracy to intimidate him for opposing 
police pay and benefit hikes. 

Inside the county’s Central Court¬ 
house, the case is at a literal standstill—no 
depositions, no discovery—until Superior 
Court Judge Gail A. Andler rules on a 
defense motion declaring that even if 
Righeimer is correct in all of his factual 
assertions the defendants were engaged 
in constitutionally protected activities. 

Christopher Lanzillo, the PI for 
Upland-based Lackie Dammeier McGill 
& Ethir, tailed Righeimer home from a 
bar, called 911 and reported the mayor 
had been swerving on the road. A Costa 
Mesa cop went to Righeimer’s home and 
gave him a sobriety test, which he easily 
passed because he’d consumed two Diet 
Cokes at Skosh Monahans. 

Jerrold Abeles, an attorney for 
the firm, labels Righeimer’s lawsuit 
“patently frivolous” and a publicity 
stunt because the controversial 911 call 
is “absolutely protected” from liability. 
“The law has taken a back seat to politi¬ 
cal showmanship,” Abeles maintains. 
“The plaintiffs’ grandstanding pleadings 
contain pages of irrelevant, media-ready 
theater that are not only patently pro¬ 
tected by the First Amendment, but that 
the plaintiffs never connect to any par¬ 
ticular cause of action.” 

John C. Manly, Righeimer’s lawyer and 
the attorney who has for years won law¬ 
suits against pedophile priests and their 
defenders in the Catholic Church hierar¬ 


chy, says he expects Andler’s crucial rul¬ 
ing “any day.” 

DEMOCRATS TO POW WOW IN LA 

California’s Democrats enjoy total 
control of the state and are scheduled 
to party March 7 through 9 at the Los 
Angeles Convention Center. The theme 
is “Renewing California By Advancing 
Our Values,” but the biggest focus will be 
how to retain the governor’s mansion and 
supermajorities in the legislature. 

The party’s elected officials and activ¬ 
ists will meet in workshops and training 
sessions, plus hear from San Antonio 
Mayor Julian Castro and Congresswoman 
Barbara Lee, both of whom will be keynote 
speakers on Saturday. Others who plan to 
attend include Nancy Pelosi, Jerry Brown, 
Kamala Harris and Gavin Newson. 

It’s not clear what role Orange County 
Democrats will play in the convention, 
although Sharon Quirk-Silva’s Fullerton 
Assembly seat is expected to be one of the 
hottest contested in the state this year. GOP 
strategists believe they underestimated 
Quirk-Silva, a teacher by profession, in 2012 
and don’t plan to repeat the mistake. In a 
huge upset, she toppled incumbent Repub¬ 
lican Chris Norby by more than 5,500 votes. 
During her stint in Sacramento, she has 
worked to create a moderate voting record. 

Republicans hope self-styled “very 
conservative” Young Kim can block 
Quirk-Silva’s second term in the 65th 
Assembly district seat and, in the process, 
derail Democratic Party hopes for con¬ 
tinued supermajority status that renders 
the GOP powerless. Last year, Kim raised 
$382,000—about $50,000 less than her 
opponent—but she isn’t lacking chutzpah. 
She has predicted victory over the Demo¬ 
crat, saying, “I’ll kick her butt.”

DEAR POCHO: Absolutely true story. Gabachos 
thinkthe desegregation movement was a primarily 
African-American affair, but that's nowhere near 
the verdad— fact is, Mexican-Americans not only 
suffered a lot of the same discrimination (work, 
school, housing, even pools) as African-Amer¬ 
icans, but they were also at the forefront of the 
legal battle to overturn such pendejo laws, espe¬ 
cially in Southern California. For instance, a Mex- 
ican-American from Fullerton named Alex Bernal 
was sued by his gabacho neighbors in Orange 
County Superior Court when he moved into an 
all-white neighborhood; the case, Doss v. Bernal, 
set legal precedent against housing covenants, as 
Bernal won againstthose idiots. Then 1944's Lopez 
v. Seccombetook on the issue of segregated 
swimming pools in San Bernardino; a federal 
judge found such discriminatory policies illegal. 

And Mendez, etal. v. Westminster, etal. saw five 
OC Mexican familias take on school districts that 
made their children attend all-Mexican schools; 
that case went all the way up to a federal court 
of appeals, with an amicus curae brief from the 
NAACP (which, of course, would go on to argue 
the far-more-famous Brown v. Board of Education). 
Add in all the legal desmadre waged in Texas dur¬ 
ing the 1950s (especially the efforts of the brilliant

Tejano legal team behind Hernandez v. Texas, a 
1954 Supreme Court case that found Mexis were 
humans underthe 14th Amendment) and the cur¬ 
rent effort by today to fight for the undocumented, 
and Mexicans have indeed suffered from discrimi¬ 
nation—but we also fight for everyone's rights, as 
our legal precedents benefit todos. 

DEAR MEXICAN: I'm a U.S.-born Latina 
whose family has lived in Colorado for 
generations. Over the past few years. I've 
noticed that more Latinos from the Carib¬ 
bean and Central and South America are 
moving to our beautiful state. I've also 
noticed how pendante many of these new¬ 
comers are. One Puerto Rican executive is 
giving presentations to public-relations firms 
in Denver, telling Anglos that not all Latinos 
are "poor or brown or Mexican." Why is it 
okay for every new group that moves to this 
state to use Mexicans as scapegoats?

It 
gets particularly heated with Latinos, though, 
because many of them want to assert their 
own ethnic identity in a country that, outside of 
Washington, D.C., Florida, and parts of the East 
Coast, is almost exclusively Mexican when it 
comes to Latinos.

"People who aren’t familiar with football should 
be able to go to see the LA KISS and have the 
time of their life," Gene Simmons says. "Even if 
they don’t know the specifics of what the rules 
are, the experience should still kick your ass.” 


he first week of Janu¬ 
ary is supposed to be 
slow on the Santa Ana 
College campus: no 
students, no classes, 
just maintenance work¬ 
ers, administrators and 
the stray professor. 

That meant it was the perfect time for 
the LA KISS, the newest franchise of the 
Arena Football League (AFL), to unveil 
its quixotic campaign toward pigskin 
relevancy—or at least a great payday for 
everyone involved. 

Around 9 a.m. on a clear, chilly morning, 
hulking figures methodically make their 
way onto a soccer pitch transformed into a 
200-foot-by-85-foot, arena-football-regula- 
tion field—about half the size of a standard 
gridiron. As players wearing team-issued 
orange shirts and black shorts head onto 
the field, multiple camera operators stand 
by the entrance, capturing their every move. 
They graciously smile and acknowledge the 
non-team personnel while stretching and 
preparing for morning practice. 

What they don’t know is that on this 
day, the men who sign their checks—and 
will draw more attention to them than the 


average AFL player can ever hope to expe¬ 
rience-plan to address them. 

Suddenly, the players’ attention shifts to 
a gentleman sauntering onto the field. He 
has long, flowing black hair and is wearing 
a leather jacket and jeans. After exchang¬ 
ing handshakes with several execs, he 
looks at his watch. 

“Where’s Gene?” KISS founding guitar- 
ist/singer Paul Stanley asks his manager/ 
co-owner Doc McGhee. 

“Soon,” McGhee responds. 

“That’s right—he drives like an old 
lady,” Stanley adds before the two share 
a laugh. 

Finally, Gene Simmons, the legendary 
KISS bassist/singer, arrives. He parks his 
black Lincoln Navigator at the adjacent lot 
and hustles—clad entirely in black—onto 
the field so that practice and filming can 


finally commence. There’s chatter, but 
some of the players don’t recognize the 
rock icon without his trademark Kabuki 
makeup and rock-god stage attire. 

After Simmons is mic’d, he joins Stanley, 
McGhee, co-owner Brett Bouchy and team 
president Schuyler Hoversten as they casu¬ 
ally stroll toward the team huddle, where 
head coach Bob McMillen is outlining his 
plans for practice. The morning’s action is 
being captured as part of an upcoming real¬ 
ity show that will chronicle the team’s first 
season; it’s scheduled to air on AMC in July. 

Since their emergence in the early 
1970s, KISS have been known as much 
for their genius commercialization and 
branding as for their music and devoted 
fan base. Over the years, the 2014 Rock & 
Roll Hall of Fame inductees have licensed 
the band’s name to a wide range of prod¬ 


ucts, including mini-golf courses, Hello 
Kitty dolls and even caskets for fans who 
want to represent the KISS army in the 
afterlife. But their latest venture might 
be the most ambitious of all: bringing a 
football franchise to Orange County, an 
area that produces some of the best high 
school talent in the country. It is a far 
different beast than opening up another 
Rock & Brews restaurant. 

The stakes are high for Simmons and 
Stanley. If the LA KISS can succeed, both 
by winning on the field and providing an 
exciting entertainment experience, their 
pockets and that of the AFL will benefit. 
Having recently signed a national televi¬ 
sion contract, the league could become a 
fixture on the spring sports calendar and 
achieve the lofty goals that seemed far¬ 
fetched when it re-formed in 2010. 

And if they fail? 

“Once we commit to doing something, 
it becomes ‘How do we make this suc¬ 
ceed?”’ Stanley says, unapologetically. 
“We’ve always gone against the grain and 
played by our own rules. If winning is the 
worst we’ve ever done, well, that’s what 
we’ve always aspired to.”

A fter the initial 
made-for-TV 
speeches the own¬ 
ers give to the 
squad, the players 
shake hands with 
their bosses. 

“Winning comes 

from teamwork,” Stanley tells the team 
off-camera. “Nobody wins on their own, 
and if we can instill a sense of band of 
brothers, which is what it took with KISS, 
with them, they will be successful.” 

When talking with Bouchy and 
McGhee, the players shake hands with 
stoic expressions. Meeting and greeting 
Simmons and Stanley is different. The 
players gravitate toward them wearing 
smiles; some of them shake like teenagers 
backstage at a mid-1970s KISS concert. 
They continue talking to their rock-icon 
bosses even after the cameras stop rolling, 
but then McMillen’s loud whistle signals 
them that it’s time to get to business. 

The LA KISS split into offensive and 
defensive practices, while the owners, 
with camera crew in tow, head for a set of 
bleachers 30 feet away. 

Early on, practice is crisp and fluid, 
appearing as if the team has taken Stanley’s 
message to heart. McMillen claps loudly 
and barks at the players to keep up the 
strong showing. As a Hall of Fame AFL 
player, the coach knows how to get his 
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message across to players, who respond 
to his upbeat personality. Grueling agility 
drills are completed multiple times without 
complaint. After each player finishes a set, 
the coach shouts encouraging words. Early 
in the practice, he’s focused on the defense. 
On the other side of the field, passes are 
mostly on target, with few dropped balls. 

At this point, Simmons and Stanley can 


be excused for checking out early, manag¬ 
ing their empire from afar and leaving the 
dirty work to underlings. Instead, Sim¬ 
mons’ eyes are locked on several massive 
defensive linemen seamlessly weaving 
around the small orange cones during 
footwork drills. 

“Wow! Did you see him move?” Sim¬ 
mons asks, his eyes lighting up. “I never 


knew humans could be that big, that fast 
and that quick on their feet. I’m out of 
wind just watching them!” 

Yet, had it not been for an exploratory 
phone call from then-Orlando Predators 
owner Bouchy to McGhee, Simmons says, 
KISS wouldn’t have expanded its brand 
into the AFL. 

“Brett Bouchy is a champion,” Sim-

mons remarks. “All four of us—it’s the 
unholy quartet.” 

Knowing the veteran music manager 
through a mutual friend, Bouchy origi¬ 
nally wanted to chat with McGhee about 
the possibility of having KISS play a show 
during the 2013 Arena Bowl festivities 
in Orlando. “I wanted to create a Super 
Bowl-type atmosphere,” Bouchy elabo¬ 
rates during a phone call a few weeks 
after the practice. “I wanted to turn it into 
a weekend event with a concert, and KISS 
were the obvious choice for it.” 

However, Bouchy had other ideas, too. 

He wanted to gauge whether McGhee 
would consider joining an ownership group 
for an expansion team in Nashville. For 
kicks, Bouchy also asked McGhee if he’d 
ask Simmons and Stanley if they wanted 
in; when they surprisingly said yes, Bouchy 
decided to ditch 
Nashville, shoot 
for Los Angeles 
and name the 
team after the 
band. With no 
football team 
presently in 
Los Angeles 
and no serious 
prospects on 
the horizon, 

Bouchy’s idea 
made sense 
to the rock 
veterans from 
a financial 
perspective as 
well; during 
his tenure with 
the Predators, 
the team was 
always one of 
the league’s 


service, we are committed to Anaheim. 
Historically, where a team plays isn’t nec¬ 
essarily its identification for that team. If 
that idea of where you play is the name 
of your team, you would have the Bronx 
Yankees. We are of this neighborhood and 
have shown that to be the case.” 

What Simmons and Stanley lack in 
knowing how to run a successful sports 
team is gained in Bouchy and Hoversten’s 
(recently of the Los Angeles Dodgers) 
experience. “[The band members] know 
what we know, and we know what we 
don’t know,” Simmons says in his New 
York accent. “That’s why we brought the 
best people onboard.” 

As for their individual responsibilities, 
Stanley designs the team’s uniform (“It’s 
what you’d expect from a KISS team,” he 
says) and selects the cheerleading squad. 

Simmons 
is involved 
with what 
he does best: 
promotions 
and branding. 
Simmons and 
Stanley regu¬ 
larly make the 
hour-long drive 
from their Los 
Angeles homes 
to attend meet¬ 
ings. The duo 
speaks daily 
with Bouchy 
and Hover- 
sten about the 
team’s opera¬ 
tions. They are 
even involved 
in the tough 
choices when it 
comes to mak- 


most profitable. 

In the four months after Bouchy’s first 
call, what seemed as far-fetched as a suc¬ 
cessfully executed fumblerooski began 
taking shape. First, they needed to find an 
arena to house the team. After consider¬ 
ing several locations, the foursome struck 
a deal with the Honda Center thanks to 
KISS’ relationship with the venue. 

“[It’s] a world-class arena,” Stanley 
says. “We’ve seen enough arenas to know 
what the top tier is. Quite honestly, they 
not only welcomed us with open arms, 
but they made it very clear to us that they 
wanted us there.” 

Even though the team is headquartered 
in Anaheim, the team was given the LA 
moniker to represent the football-starved 
region. Nevertheless, Stanley vows to 
not ignore Anaheim. “We’re very much 
about community,” he explains. “Whether 
it’s outreach to hospitals or community 


ing critical player personnel decisions. 

“When we’re reviewing with Coach Bob 
the team, with the players’ names on a big 
board,” Simmons remembers, “we came 
down to one of the names who was a little 
slow in returning our calls and wasn’t avail¬ 
able. On the spot, we erased his name. This 
is legitimate, and you’ve gotta commit to it.” 

In order to carry through with owner¬ 
ship’s proclamations of an in-your-face 
brand of football, the LA KISS went out 
and acquired the best available talent. 
Leading the squad as quarterback will be 
Colt Brennan, the former Mater Dei High 
quarterback who went on to become 
NCAA’s single-season leader in touch¬ 
down passes. He acknowledges the LA 
KISS is unlike any other team he’s played 
for, but he’s upbeat and excited about the 
team’s prospects on and off the field. 

“The reality-show aspect has been a

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little bit different, but it hasn’t been any¬ 
thing crazy,” Brennan say. “We’ve been in 
a football mentality since we showed up.” 

After being seriously injured in a car 
accident, the Laguna Beach native wants 
another crack at the NFL. Initially appre¬ 
hensive about joining an AFL team, he 
was sold about playing for the LA KISS 
after speaking with ownership. “This is 
an adult league, and we’re treated like 
professionals,” the quarterback says. 
“This is definitely going to be another 
pathway to get back to the NFL, and the 
level of talent in the Arena League is top- 
notch and will hopefully show someone 
in the NFL to give me a shot again.” 



eeing the rock stars in 
person has brought out 
the best in the team. The 
wide receivers run pre¬ 
cise patterns and drop 
only a handful of passes 
after being thrown hun¬ 
dreds of reps that morn¬ 
ing. Running backs bob and weave past 
tackling dummies, treating each carry as 
though it will clinch the Arena Bowl. 

As they head toward the team’s locker 
room, located in the college’s P.E. cen¬ 
ter, Stanley and Simmons gush over the 
team’s performance. Simmons continues 
spouting superlatives about the defen¬ 
sive linemen’s agility, while Stanley is 
impressed with the zip and accuracy of 
quarterback J.J. Raterink’s passes. 


“Even when the games aren’t on, [when] 
practice isn’t happening, the amount 
[the players] need to do to keep up with 
their athleticism is back-breaking stuff,” 
Simmons says as he shakes his head. He 
removes his sunglasses and wipes his 
forehead. “I’m out of wind just watching 
them, and we’re”—he points at Stanley and 
himself—“in pretty good shape!” 

Unlike other professional sports 
leagues, in which owners treat newcom¬ 
ers with caution and distrust, afraid 
that any new ownership will attempt to 
uproot a league’s existing order, the AFL 
welcomed the LA KISS with open arms. 
“We’ve been embraced immediately,” 
Simmons says, referring to the league’s 
owners and front office. “We understand 
that part of it is about celebrity, and 
that’s fine. But just being famous doesn’t 
mean anything because some people are 
turned off to it. We’re very lucky our 
reputation precedes itself and we handle 
everything professionally.” 

Stanley praises the team’s fellow own¬ 
ers, saying they understand what the LA 
KISS brings to the sport and how the 
franchise is an asset to the league. So far, 
he has been right. Since the team began 
operations in August, the AFL’s profile 
has increased. It has secured an addi¬ 
tional national television contract with 
ESPN on top of its existing deal with CBS 
Sports Network, inked before the 2013 
season. It’s coming back from the ashes of 
2008, a year that saw the season canceled, 
two teams fold (including the Los Angeles 
Avengers, which was averaging more than 
12,000 people per game at Staples Cen¬ 
ter), two commissioners resign, its collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement with players 
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expire, and almost $14 million in debt. 

Simmons and Stanley are well aware 
of the AFL’s checkered past. Saying the 
league has learned from its mistakes, 
Simmons vows it is focused on doing 
“only AFL things” and becoming an 
entity that’s an alternative to the game 
that dominates America’s fall calendar. 
The AFL’s popularity is predicated on its 
video-game-type scores, with teams rack¬ 
ing up numbers in the 40s, 50s and even 
60s. “You can’t get those scores in NFL 
football,” Stanley laments. “And we want 
to give them more.” 

LA KISS games will come with all the 
spectacle of a KISS concert, Simmons 
says. Instead of the traditional running 
onto the field out of a tunnel, the team 
might be lowered onto the field from the 
ceiling using a device KISS had created 
for their live show but never used. 

“We’re looking to have a Cirque du 
Soleil type of halftime show, in which 
we’re lowering people on cables from 
the roof, which is as nontraditional as 
any halftime experience in professional 
sports,” Stanley says. “If you don’t have 
people rappelling down from the ceiling 
during halftime, I’ll do it.” 

Will Simmons and Stanley join in the 
theatrics? Simmons shakes his head 
quickly, givingthe “No thanks” signal 
with his arms. 

“Oh, c’mon, Gene,” Stanley interjects. 
“You know if there’s a spotlight on you, 
you’d definitely do it!” 

“Well, that’s different,” Simmons says 
wryly as his tone of voice changes. “If 
there’s a spotlight? Then absolutely.” 

Brennan says the players are aware of 
the owners’ ambitions and will do what 
it takes on the field to ensure a winning 
atmosphere. “Man, thinking about what 
they’re going to do to the Honda Center 
on game [nights] with musical acts, it 
sounds like a really fun thing,” he gushes. 
“This will be an environment not only 
where we’d have a great time playing the 
game, but seeing live music after a game, 
who wouldn’t want to go? It’s going to be 
really fun.” 

This isn’t the legendary band’s first 
foray into sports entertainment. In the 
late 1990s, KISS sponsored a WCW wres¬ 
tler based on Simmons’ Demon stage 
persona. While the Demon ultimately 
wasn’t a wrestling success, it piqued the 
interest of a younger audience who may 
not have heard of KISS outside of the sto¬ 
ries their parents may have shared about 
rock music. “People who aren’t familiar 
with football should be able to go to see 
the LA KISS and have the time of their 
life,” Simmons says. “Even if they don’t 
know the specifics of what the rules are, 
the experience should still kick your ass. 
We want it to be about the team, but also 
the spectacle of it.” 

“To put the KISS name and logo on 
something, we have to be very, very com¬ 
fortable that it will reflect well upon us,” 
Stanley adds. “We don’t put our name on 
something and say good luck. Make no 
mistake: This is football and not rock & 
roll, and we want to bring something to 
the sport that it may be missing.” 

Season-ticket prices start as low as $99 
each, which includes nine regular-season 
games, plus one playoff game. So far, 
according to Bouchy, the signs have been 
encouraging. “We’ve surpassed 5,000 sea¬ 


son tickets, and the trends are only look¬ 
ing up,” he says. “The biggest problem 
we’ve encountered is hiring enough ticket 
salespeople to keep up with the demand.” 

“If there’s one thing we know, it’s how 
to give people bang for buck,” Simmons 
says. “Football has become prohibitive 
in the sense that you have to mortgage 
your house or sell your car to go to Super 
Bowls. What we’re trying to do is make 
this successful and, at the same time, 
available for families.” 

As an additional carrot to lure fans to 
the arena, there will be Gene Simmons 
and Paul Stanley bobblehead nights. 
Season-ticket holders will get a free KISS 
concert at the end of the season. And 
after each game—win, lose or draw—the 
players will stick around for a meet-and- 
greet session with fans. But Simmons 
and Stanley know that, despite all their 
celebrity and showmanship, luring fans to 
the Honda Center ultimately boils down 
to winning. By hiring the reigning Coach 
of the Year, McMillen, formerly with the 
Chicago Rush, and signing Brennan, Sim¬ 
mons and Stanley believe the two men 
accurately depict what the LA KISS will 
stand for. 

“Hearing our coach wax poetic about 
the nature of character is refreshing,” 
Simmons says. “The first thing he started 
with is that ‘You’re the representative 
of our team. When you meet the people 
who kindly gave us this facility, you’re our 
emissary. Be nice to people.’” 

“The AFL is misunderstood,” Stanley 
adds. “Some people don’t even know 
the Arena Football League exists. Other 
people think it’s a bunch of second-rate 
players. They’re not. We want people to 
see this as a springboard. If they want to 
get to the NFL, bless ’em. If they want to 
wear the crown in the AFL, so be it. It’s 
a pretty good place to warm up, and it’s 
definitely not the bullpen.” 

A s Simmons walks 
across the Santa 
Ana College cam¬ 
pus, he sees two 
students gazing his 
way, so he waves 
and says hello. They 
seem confused and 
look at each other with a sense of disbe¬ 
lief. After an awkward pause, they con¬ 
tinue on their way without responding. 

“If I had the makeup on, they’d know 
who I was,” he says with a chuckle, point¬ 
ing to his face. 

But something else seems to be on 
Simmons’ mind as he excitedly divulges 
details about the reality show. He can’t 
find his car keys. He stops talking about 
the LA KISS and pats himself in an 
attempt to find them. He thinks he left his 
keys on the field, but he isn’t sure. 

We approach the field, and Simmons 
realizes he’s made a rookie mistake. In his 
mad dash to make the call time, Simmons 
left his keys dangling from the ignition 
of his Navigator; the engine is still run¬ 
ning. He looks down and shakes his head, 
seemingly disbelieving his own actions. 

“This is what happens when you have 
too many exciting things going on,” he 
says as he motions a fake gun to his head. 
“It’s funny: I can remember our roster, but 
I can’t remember my car keys. Go figure.”

Tabu Burgers & Bites serves American standards with SanTana flavor

A s you walk into Tabu Burgers & 
Bites, you see a big, gaudy draw¬ 
ing of a hamburger with a chile 
relleno hovering in the middle of it. It’s 
a subtle nod that this new burger joint 
wants to be an indigenous part of San¬ 
Tana, a reminder that as you made your 
way here, you passed by three pushcarts 
selling duros in dangling bags and cut-up 
fruit dusted with chile powder. More than 
anything, the illustration foreshadows 
a menu that favors carnitas over bacon, 
tortilla chips over fries, and agua fres- 
cas over milkshakes. When you are told 
“Tabu” is a portmanteau of “tamales” and 
“burgers,” it all falls into place (although, 
seriously, kids? When we hear the name, 
we still think “scandalous early-aughts 
nightclub”). This isn’t just a “burger res¬ 
taurant”; it’s also a “Latin American res¬ 
taurant.” Tabu’s Facebook page describes 
the place as exactly those things. 

Owned by two 22-year-old entrepre¬ 
neurs, Tabu wants a claim in Santa Ana’s 
hipster scene as much as it does the 
Mexican part. Here’s proof: It serves not 
only a quinoa salad, but also elote, the 
common Mexican roadside snack of corn 
on the cob slathered with butter, then 
sprinkled with cheese and chile powder. 
But if Tabu fits anywhere, it’s in the grow¬ 
ing subset of eateries that are out to serve 
you a burger that isn’t a burger. Think of 
Slater’s 50/50 and Umami Burger—both 
burger alchemists that rejiggered the 
formula with altered patties and higher 
prices. Tabu belongs to the second wave of 
the movement, doing burgers that aren’t 
typical and charging $10 per sandwich. 
Among its peers is the recently opened 


Toro Burger—an Asian-inspired joint that 
serves a burger between two pan-fried 
discs of ramen. 

At Tabu, I had a burger made with 
a pork patty tinged orange by achiote. 
There’s a thin slice of pineapple on it, and 
a lime crema is spread on its puffy, too- 
thick potato bun that seems to muffle the 
flavors a bit. I ordered it because it was 
called the Downtown Santa Ana Burger, 
but I think I may have been hoping for 
something a little more representative. 
Perhaps I wanted to be reminded of a big, 
honking torta, with the fillings spilling 
out, messy as hell. Tabu’s house burger 
is better than this burger because it is 
exactly that. It is also what’s depicted 
in that big cartoon—an enormous, wob¬ 
bly tower with an entire, stem-attached, 
cheese-oozing chile relleno tucked 
between meat and bun. If you order a 
burger, let it be this one. Though the bread 
has the same suffocating quality to it, 
there’s enough meat and cheese (not to 
mention that disorderly deep-fried chile) 
here to counterbalance the doughy fluff. 

The Carnitas Burger needs to take 
a cue from that concoction. Again, the 
bun overpowers what could have been 
an over-the-top orgy of beef and pig. 
Instead, I found just a few slices of pork 
that look more like Chinese char siu 
than the self-disintegrating, sopping hog 
strands Tustin’s El Toro Bravo used to fill 
my burrito the week prior. Tabu’s “car¬ 
nitas” are employed again as topping for 
a side dish called Tabu Fries, which are 
not fries at all, but rather potatoes thinly 
sliced into dollar-coin-sized discs, then 
covered in melted Cheddar, grilled onions, 


cilantro and a garlic-chipotle sauce. The 
“fries” were good, but I much preferred 
the papas y polio, for which the kitchen 
stuffs shredded chicken and spinach into 
a hockey puck of mashed potatoes, then 
pan-fries it as though it were a crab cake. 

A dollop of tamarind paste crowns the top, 
and the two latke-like things are served 
with tomato chutney dragged across the 
plate in an artful swoosh. 

There are, indeed, tamales on offer, 
but not as many as I would’ve liked. The 
banana leaf tamale I was looking forward 
to trying wasn’t available yet and the masa 
for the husk-covered chicken tamale felt 
slightly dry, the filling not as flavorful 
as the one with pork. The elote came in 
orders of two. One cob was panko-covered 
and the other slicked with butter and 
cheese; both had kernels that were nearly 
desiccated. Another disappointment was 
the lomo saltado dog, which might sound 
as though it were inspired by the Peruvian 
chifa dish but turned out to be nothing 
more than a German sausage sandwich 
topped with griddled tomatoes, onions 
and peppers. 

Perhaps the best dish to eat here is the 
dessert of a tiny stack of pan-fried hot 
cakes that fall halfway between a bunuelo 
and an ebelskiver. The cakes are drizzled 
in sweetened condensed milk and not easy 
to classify. Are they Mexican? Hipster? 

I’m not sure. I’ll just say they’re very good.

T he section of Euclid Avenue in Anaheim 
from the 91 freeway to Interstate 5 
just might be the most diverse section of 
Orange County—and in a county that's 
been majority-minority for more than a 
decade, that's saying something. I grew 
up nearby and have seen it transform 
from a working-class white enclave into 
the working-class multiculti wonderland 
it is today. Here stands corporate largess 
in a Wal-Mart and Miller Toyota, a Coptic 
Christian funeral home and the awesome 
San Giovanni halal pizzeria, a Romanian 
restaurant, Korean for-profit colleges, and 
the iconic La Palma Chicken Pie Shop. And, 
of course, the Mexicans are everywhere. 

The focal point of this short stretch is 
a shopping plaza on Euclid and Crescent 
Avenue dominated by Filipinos. There's a 
99 Ranch Market obsessed with calamansi 
juice and frozen lumpia, three Filipino restau¬ 
rants, and the Jollibee/Red Ribbon/Chowking 
triumvirate that draws lines through the 
night. But longtime Anaheimers know this 
area is also a great place for Chinese food— 
not just orange chicken, but also dim sum, 
Shanghai-style cooking and the gluttonous 
shrine that is the aptly titled Nice Food 
Restaurant. The latter concentrates mostly 
on Taiwanese specialties, with a couple of 
mainland-China favorites thrown in with the 
orange chicken and other Chinese-Ameri- 
can favorites to placate the assimilated kids 
of immigrants. Here are ethereal wontons 
sluiced in scallions and chile oil, as well as 
heaps of pickled vegetables, stinky tofu and 
noodles in nearly every iteration. The biggest 
stars are the soups, all funky pots of steam¬ 
ing umami. Beef noodle soup finds chunks 
of the meat atop meters of al dente noodles; 
chow ma finds pork, shrimp and vegetables 
stir-fried, then tossed into a soup more sour 
than savory—and more spicy than anything. 
Then there's the rustic thump of the lamb 
noodle soup, chunks of gamy meat bobbing 
in a reddish broth. Did I forget to mention the 
noodles are handmade? 

And in case you don't know what to 
order? The menu might be the most helpful 
in ethnic OC, a manual of possibilities illus¬ 
trated with photos for nearly every dish to 
ensure no one feels left out and "cooked to 
your order," a note says, "by classic chef." 

I once knew a gabacha who also grew 
up nearby whose family fled the hell outta 
the neighborhood the moment immigrants 
moved in. Good riddance: Our brave new OC 
doesn't need people like that, but it definitely 
needs more mapo tofu, which at Nice Food 
tastes like heaven itself.

Alexander Dale of SeaLegs Wine Bar 


C hef Alexander Dale and I met the 

morning of Valentine’s Day to review 
his questionnaire (and we thank him 
greatly for starting his day earlier than usual 
to meet). In the unusually peaceful wine bar, 
we covered topics that included his connec¬ 
tion to Villa Nova. 


OC WEEKLY; You find culinary inspiration 
in the weather. Any ideas from the recent 
rainfall and dip in temperatures, assuming 
it continues? 

ALEXANDER DALE: We always run a lot 
of specials at SeaLegs, so I take a look at 
the weather every week when planning 
specials. I’m not going to run a ceviche if it’s 
45 degrees outside—it doesn’t make sense. 

I brought back mussels and clams a couple 
of weeks ago. I love the look on customers’ 
faces when the smell and aromatics from 
the garlic, shallot and leeks hit them. 
Favorite meal growing up: 

Linguine alle vongole from Lupo D’Abruzzo, 
my cousin’s restaurant in Buena Park. 

Where does the restaurant name come from? 
The “legs” on the wine glass, and SeaLegs is 
by the sea. 

Your grandfather was a founder of Villa 
Nova. How did that influence your decision to 
be a chef? 

I’ve just about always worked in the food 
industry; it’s what I know. It has always 
influenced me and led me straight to my 
decision in becoming a chef. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

Broadway By Amar Santana. I had the 
Brussels sprouts, albacore, green tea soba 
noodles, mussels and asparagus risotto. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Pork belly ramen from Ramen Yamadaya in 
Costa Mesa. I love it! My good friend Vince 
opened that place. He was the chef when 
they first opened in Culver City. I remem¬ 
ber him showing me how he makes all the 
stocks. He had 15 stockpots down the line, 
and they’re going for 24 hours. 

Where did you work with Jimmy Martinez, 
and what did he teach you? 

I worked with Jimmy at BOA in Santa 
Monica. Jimmy taught me how to run a 
fine-dining, high-volume kitchen. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

I really like Golden Road Brewery and 
Saint Archers Brewery. As for wine, I 
love Duckhorn Vineyard Cabernet Sau- 
vignon, Obsidian Ridge, Heitz Cellar and 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Orange County has the best food diversity. 

I love the fact that I can get bun bo hue in 
Little Saigon for lunch, and go to Studio at 
Montage Laguna Beach for dinner. I’ve been 
eating at my favorite taco spot, Taqueria 
El Perico, since I was a kid. It’s walking 
distance from Playground, Lola Gaspar and 
Little Sparrow in Santa Ana. You can’t beat 
having a cheeseburger at Cassidy’s Bar and 
Grill at the Cannery in Newport Beach.

A Tale of Two Nations 

Salva-Mex at Chiltepe for some pan-Latino nom 


A s an admitted pupusalover of 

grande proportions, I am always 
prowling for places in Long Beach 
to appease my unhealthy cravings for the 
Salvadoran cheese-and-dough disks. 

Pupuseria Salvadorena stole my heart 
early; I fell hard for its bulky selection 
of fillings and masas. But as I made the 
monthly journey to the Westside, I often 
found myself craving Latino foodstuffs 
besides what was on the strictly Salva¬ 
doran menu—some thicker salsa, a taco on 
the side, maybe (gasp!) tortilla chips. 

With a more diverse menu and a dedica¬ 
tion to what its outdoor sign calls “Salva- 
Mex food,” Chiltepe on Atlantic Avenue in 
North Long Beach is the pupusa place that 
fulfills all my pan-Latino nom needs. 

A page of Salvadoran breakfast options 
and Spanglish-speaking servers show 
Chiltepe’s preference for the Central 
American country However, wall flags from 
both Mexico and El Salvador and a divided 
lunch and dinner menu prove a dedication 
to authentic food from both paises. 

The Salvadoran side of the menu is filled 
with traditional dishes and soups, from 
sopa de gallina to carne guizada, and the 
pupusa offerings include about 10 of the 
usual suspects, including asada y queso, 
chorizo and revueltas. The pupusas are 
cheap enough (no more than $2.45 each) 
that ordering a few, then moving on to the 
Mexi side of the menu is all but required. 

On the Mexican page, Chiltepe offers 
tortas, mariscos, enchiladas, tacos and bur- 
ritos, all of which are meals in their own 
right. Order a few tacos or one of the large- 
portioned platillos (the perfect amount 
to split when ordering from both menus), 
and your table will soon be loaded with 
essential condiments from both lands—a 
Tupperware of curtido, jars of watery 
Salvadoran salsa, and Mexican-style chips 
with taqueria -style salsa roja. 

When the pupusas come, it’s okay to 
douse them in both the traditional thin 
tomato sauce and the much spicier Mexi¬ 
can salsa before topping them with cab¬ 
bage slaw and digging in.

Chiltepe’s pupusas are everything I 
dream about pupusas being: thin walls of 
masa exploding out the sides with cheese 
that pools on the edges into crispy brown 
delicacies. Filled with tender chichar- 
ron, beans and pork, the revueltas remain 
a fatty, flavorful favorite, but the loroco 
pupusas continue to come in a close 
second, with Chiltepe’s featuring whole 
strings of the sweet green vine. 

On the Mexi front, this little hole in 
the wall also excels. Its carne asada has a 
tangy, citrus marinade that works in both 
burritos and tacos (the latter of which 
comes on a handmade brown-pocked 
tortilla that could otherwise be one half of 
a pupusa), and its tortas are loaded sand¬ 
wiches fit for two meals. 

So what if the tablecloths are made from 
the same plastic as your grandmother’s 
couch covering and the neighborhood is in 
the center of a gang turf war? (There was 
a murder a block away the day before my 
last visit.) For the opportunity to fill those 
pupusa cravings in the company of a Mexi 
taco, lunch at Chiltepe is worth braving the 
sometimes-iffy Atlantic Avenue corridor.

Takuwan maki sushi 
from AnQi Bistro 


I may be Catholic-lite, but one season 
I abide by is Lent. And while going 
without meat for a few Fridays may 
seem like no big deal to many of you, 
when I’m starved for a meal, nuts and 
fish don’t quite cut it. Every time I dine 
out, I’m looking for alternatives, entrees 
and sides my carnivore tendencies won’t 
mind every now and then. That moment 
I forget I’m having something vegetarian 
(or vegan!) is when I know to take note. 

AnQi Bistro & Noodle Bar is best- 
known for its sleek interior and garlic 
noodles, but one of its Asian tapas partic¬ 
ularly impressed me. We counted no less 
than seven components in our takuwan 
maki. Served at lunch, dinner and both 
happy hours, it seems like a lot of work 
for eight bites. Wasabi and soy sauce 
were an afterthought, replaced by one 
unexpected condiment: curry. The other 
players in my sushi gave strong sup¬ 
porting roles. Tempura offered crunch, 
while avocado and carrot made my roll 
eye-catching. Mirin coaxes out a hint of 
sweetness when it cooks down eggplant. 
Roasted beets, earthy asparagus and gobo 
root are packed in there. The pickled 
daikon, to which my appetizer owes its 
name, almost gets lost in the shuffle. 

My favorite part, though, is the chef’s 
choice to incorporate a nontraditional

ingredient. A golden pool of spices is 
accented with a hint of furikake—yet 
it manages to not overpower the rest 
of the dish. The flavors pair so well 
together I had that Lenten moment. 
Mental note made.

St. George Absinthe Verte 

T he first time I had absinthe after I came of 
age, I thought it was a gimmick. After all, 
absinthe wasn't even legal until three years 
before, so how was I supposed to take it 
seriously? "Ohh, we're totally bohemian right 
now, guys. Let us go to the Moulin Rouge and 
sing like Kurt Cobain," I joked with my friends 
in a faux French accent as I took a sip. 

Little did I know, I really, really like anise- 
flavored spirits. That brings me to St. George 
Absinthe Verte, my current favorite. See, 
while I was busy becoming 21, the distill¬ 
ers at St. George were busy perfecting the 
recipe, despite the fact that the company 
couldn't legally sell what it was making. 

THE DRINK 

St. George does its absinthe the proper way, 
redistilling already-distilled alcohol (in this 
case, brandy) mixed with a mash of herbs 
and spices (wormwood, fennel and star 
anise). After that distillation finishes, a sec¬ 
ond herb infusion (as well as chlorophyll, for 
the tell-tale green color) is done to add more 
flavor, this time with mint, tarragon, opal 
basil, lemon balm, hyssop, meadowsweet 
and stinging nettles. The result is a pleas¬ 
antly sweet, aromatic absinthe. It's fresh 
and opens with the standard black licorice 



flavor before washing away into a mix of 
herb-y, sundrenched goodness. Do not drink 
it straight (it's 120 proof), but rather form a 
louche with some water and sugarto dillute 
it to your desired alcohol level. 

But if you want a treat, drink like Heming¬ 
way. Instead of dilluting with water, go with 
champagne: three parts bubbly to one part 
absinthe. It's called a Death In the Afternoon, 
and Ernest would drink four of them before he 
started writing. (I can only drink two and a half 
before I call it a night.) It's deceptively light and 
will get you "durnk" after one glass. One night, 
Seth Marquez at Little Sparrow made two off 
just a description, and they were the best I've 
ever had. The restaurant does indeed have St. 
George behind the bar, so if you don't want to 
buy a $60 bottle, head there. But if you do, you 
can find it at Hi-Time Wine Cellars, of course!

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Diorama Hard 

Wes Anderson’s moving elegy for his teensy world

L eave it to Wes Anderson to make a 
film about World War II without 
mentioning Germany. In The Grand 
Budapest Hotel, a wundercabinet set in the 
fictitious Eastern European Republic of 
Zubrowka circa 1932, Anderson captures 
the collapse of a kingdom and rise of a reich 
without so much as an SS on a lapel. Here, 
it’s a ZZ—short for the Zig Zag Division—a 
logo that looks so adorable engraved on 
martini shakers and Ping-Pong tables you 
could almost, but not quite, forget that its 
adherents are going to destroy the world. 

We’ve never seen a threat like the Zig 
Zags in Anderson’s films, which tend to be 
fastidiously wallpapered wombs in which 
men-children wrest with their delayed 
coming of age. At Anderson’s worst, the 
films are as narcissistic as The Darjeel¬ 
ing Limited, which was about rich, white 
twerps making India’s working class deal 
with their baggage. Initially, Grand Buda¬ 
pest, too, appears to be one of his twee fan¬ 
tasies, opening with an animated funicular 
huffing up a mountain backdrop to arrive 
at the titular hotel. But with a blink, the 
image jumps from 1932 to 1968 and the 
building devolves from pink to drab. We 
realize that, for once, Anderson will let his 
airless snow globe be shaken and dropped, 
then, in this case, crudely glued back 
together by Communism, coyly referred to 


as the time of “common property.” 

The Grand Budapest Hotel has the scope 
of a century. At the start, a modern punk 
visits the memorial of a great unnamed 
novelist. Quickly, we jump to 1985 and that 
author, played by Tom Wilkinson, remi¬ 
niscing back two decades further still, to 
when he was young enough to be played by 
Jude Law, our handsomest character actor. 
Law plays the aspiring writer as a watchful 
insect, the Graspacious socialclimbereum 
of the weather-beaten hotel during its 
post-glory years. When Law sits down for 
supper with the mysterious Mr. Moustafa 
(F. Murray Abraham), the film once more 
leaps into the past to arrive at our main 
narrative: the story of how young Moustafa 
(newcomer Tony Revolori) ascended from 
the Grand Budapest’s Junior Lobby Boy- 
in-training under supreme concierge Mon¬ 
sieur Gustave (Ralph Fiennes) to owning 
the whole thing outright. 

If you’re counting, Anderson is wrestling 
with four layers of fiction. It’s fitting: His 
characters have never sounded like real 
people, and now he has an excuse for para¬ 
graph-length monologues delivered with¬ 
out a blink. At these, Fiennes is brilliant. He 
understands that Anderson has a hard time 
distinguishing people from props and plays 
Gustave as a bit of both, a self-created leg¬ 
end who strides around the hotel as though 


he were the Fred Astaire of housekeeping. 

Gustave is a fabulous contradiction, a 
sincere hustler who’s both fastidious and 
profane. Of his lovers, all dowagers getting 
their groove back at the Grand Budapest, 
he’s clearly shagging them for the cash. 

Still, he feeds their needs while proclaim¬ 
ing their sagging flesh is “more flavorful.” 
Even here, in the past of the past of the past 
of the present, he’s a relic, an honorable 
man who so values protocol that he greets 
death squads with “How do you do?” (That 
said, occasionally, while in the middle of 
yet another speech on the value of civiliza¬ 
tion, he snaps and moans, “Aw, fuck it.”) 

The thrust of the plot is Gustave’s efforts 
to prove he didn’t kill one of his heiresses 
(Tilda Swinton), a charge levied by her 
three tittering daughters and money-hun¬ 
gry son, played by Adrien Brody, who, in 
his heavy black overcoat and crooked nose, 
stalks the film as though Poe’s raven. But 
the emotional drama is Gustave’s struggle 
to keep order while chaos—personal and 
geopolitical—encroaches on his manicured 
fiefdom. Meanwhile, we’re all too aware 
it’s futile: Soon, the whole thing will be 
blown to bits, and the generation after will 
have no use for gilded manners. 

Anderson was inspired by the works 
of Jewish novelist Stefan Zweig, even 
dismissing his own script as “more or less 
plagiarism.” He’s selling himself short. 
Zweig died in 1942, a suicide who’d pulled 
up anchor in Vienna and fled to London, 
then New York and, fatally, to Brazil after 
Hitler ascended to power. You won’t hear 
the word Jewish here, and Zweig was 
understandably more fatalistic. “Europe 
is finished, our world destroyed,” he 
lamented. But instead of offing himself 


with barbiturates, Anderson wants to cele¬ 
brate the world that was, which is also, we 
suspect, the world he and his characters 
have always wished they lived in. 

Grand Budapest is Anderson’s most 
mature film—as well as his most visually 
witty. It’s playful without being self-con¬ 
gratulatory, somehow lush without being 
cloying in spite of its obsession with a bak¬ 
ery that cranks out only one pastry: a snow¬ 
man-shaped confection with layers of pink, 
green and cream. It’s dotted with absurd 
jokes I didn’t catch until a second viewing; 
say, a platter of duck that resembles roast 
pterodactyl. And both times I wanted to 
applaud the way cinematographer Robert 
D. Yeoman sneaks people such as the vil¬ 
lainous Willem Dafoe—a ghoul with skull- 
encrusted brass knuckles—into the shad¬ 
ows, then suddenly snaps them into focus. 

For once, I’ll allow Anderson his frip¬ 
peries. With Gustave, he’s made us sympa¬ 
thizers in his own fight for beautiful trifles, 
as though he sees his films as the frontline 
in the battle against crass, cash-in block¬ 
busters. As with his doomed dandy, Ander¬ 
son wants to resurrect the high-toned 
Hollywood filmmaking that perhaps never 
even existed. As Moustafa smiles, thinking 
of Gustave, at worst, people can say that 
these two nostalgists “sustained the illu¬ 
sion with a marvelous grace.”

its predecessor: Mere mortals of 
Athens, Sparta, and every city from 
Mumbai to Minneapolis, behold the 
magnificent Eva Green, and tremble! 
This time around, Athenian warrior 
Themistocles, gentle-spirited but 
tough as a lion's claw, is the star— 
he's played by Sullivan Stapleton, 
who musters at least a few whiskers' 
worth of authority.

Artemisia 
commands her naval warriors as if 
she were telling them what to do in 
bed: "Today we will dance across 
the backs of dead Greeks," she 
purrs, pronouncing the word dance 
"dahnse"—because that's what an 
all-powerful enchantress would do. 
When she lowers her kohl-rimmed 
eyes, the sailors hear, and they obey. 
They'll kill for her, and they'll die 
for her. Green makes it all look like 
dahnsing. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

ENDLESS LOVE The endless love in 
question unfolds in that universe 
where shy, bookish teenage girls 


are always catalog-model beauti¬ 
ful, not a pimple in sight or a pound 
overweight, not a garment from 
Hot Topic darkening their closets. 

The movie tells us that 17-year-old 
Jade Butterfield (Gabriella Wilde) is 
"awkward" and has no friends, but 
all expository evidence stops right 
there. She has just graduated from 
high school—you know, the one with 
exactly two black students who date 
each other—and is bound for the 
Ivy Leagues when lowly but popular 
son-of-an-auto-mechanic David Elliot 
(Alex Pettyfer, who would need to be 
five years younger and drastically 
beefed down to pass as a teenager) 
begins pursuing her with the immedi¬ 
ate, freaky prowess of a guy who 
would intentionally poke holes in a 
condom. Granted, raw intensity is 
the point here, as it was in the 1981 
Brooke Shields original. But at least 
the old one aimed to illustrate the 
destructive nature of untempered 
passion—with an ultra-metaphorical 
house fire, no less. This film is a 
sunny, overlong pastiche of tropes, 
the kind that suggest love involves 
nothing more than holding hands or 
having slow, teary-eyed sex in front 
of a fireplace, inexplicably blazing in 
mid-June. We never hear the central 
couple have a conversation that's not 
centered on their unwarranted, histri¬ 
onic love. And therein lies the kicker. 
They actually do make a good couple.

IN SECRET Almost a pop history of 
Western culture's relationship to 
female orgasm, Charlie Stratton's 
In Secret is a spirited zip through 
Zola's sex-and-death morality tale 
Therese Raquin. The first half digs 
into ennui dating back to the dawn of 
monogamy: In 1860s Paris, a young 
woman gets impressed into marriage 
with a dope (Tom Felton) who beds 
her with the dull passion he might 
apply to eating oatmeal. Downstairs, 
that dope's mother (played with mag¬ 
nificent dudgeon by Jessica Lange) 
tends a fabric shop, the daughter-in- 
law, to her mind, just another needle 
to be threaded. Since Therese, 
that daughter-in-law, is played by 
Elizabeth Olsen, whose eyes hunger 
like no one else's in film, we know 
this cannot last, especially once 
Therese makes the acquaintance of 
a well-sculpted painter played by 
Oscar Isaac. Isaac's Laurent may 
not be exactly what she needs as a 
person, but good Lord will he do as a 
lover. And he does. Sooner than you 
might expect, these two have tum¬ 
bled into bed, where they conjugate 
each other like gloriously dirty verbs. 
As they couple, no audience member 
could ever think this isn't going to 
lead to doom. It's mildly dispiriting 
that the doom that comes is potboiler 
stuff, the lovers collapsing their trian¬ 
gle into a simple two-point line. Still, 
the last third veers into delicious hys¬ 
terics, giving Lange's matriarch the 
chance to wail and gnash and snack 
upon the scenery. Like Therese, the 
mother finds one thing worth feel¬ 
ing and goes all in; like Stratton's 
accomplished and hugely entertain¬ 
ing movie, she's somehow silly and 
momentous at the same time. (R)

NON-STOP Action heroes with nothing 
to lose are the best kind, perhaps 
the only kind worth watching. In the 
opening seconds of Jaume Collet- 
Serra's Non-Stop, Liam Neeson's 
federal air marshal Bill Marks slumps 
in his parked vehicle, sloshing a 
few glugs of whiskey into a paper 
cup and fingering a snapshot of an 
adorable tot. In movie shorthand, 
everything he stands to lose or has 
already lost is there in that photo¬ 
graph, and Neeson plays to it as if it 
were a big-name costar. Somehow, 
this fine and serious actor has rein¬ 
vigorated his career in middle age by 
becoming an action hero. He has the 
face, noble and sad, of a wounded 
lion. If only Non-Stop were worthy 
of him. Neeson does nearly every¬ 
thing right in this terror-in-the-skies 
thriller. Just after takeoff, Marks 
receives a mysterious text telling 
him that if a kajillion billion dollars 
(or thereabouts) isn't wired into a 
special account within 20 minutes, 
someone on the plane will die. Marks 
takes action immediately, but neither 
he nor we can be sure it's the right 
action. He does some smart things— 
like enlisting new acquaintance Jen 
Summers (Julianne Moore) to help 
him scan video surveillance screens 
to see which passengers in the cabin 
to might be using their fingers and 
thumbs to send the offending mes¬ 
sages—and some very dumb things, 
things that in real life would incite 
instant panic among the passengers. 
The script is an atrocity in which 
dumb stuff happens without a modi¬ 
cum of logic. Nobody's demanding an 
action-thriller plot that's 100 percent 
plausible. But is 55 percent too much 
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to ask? (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE NUT JOB It makes sense that 
The Nut Job has more nut-related 
jokes, puns, and entendres than other 
films less concerned with squirrels. 
But a running count yields only 13, 
including the title—a stingy number, 
considering the film's proliferation 
of opportunities, including a climax 
hinging on nuts in sacks. This ani¬ 
mated feature's script doesn't shy 
away from low-hanging fruit, though, 
indulging in slapstick, wacky voices, 
and wildlife-themed insult humor, but 
the filmmakers really threw off their 
restraints with the animals' exuber¬ 
ant, beefy farting. Surly Squirrel (Will 
Arnett) sees himself as an antihero, 
plundering nut stands for his winter 
stash during a lean year when the 
other animals in Oakton Park are 
expecting to starve. After acciden¬ 
tally destroying the small supply of 
food stockpiled by the squirrels, rac¬ 
coons, moles, and other urbanized 
woodland critters, Surly is banished 
from the park and has to make his 
way on the city's mean, rat-infested 
streets. He discovers a lifetime sup¬ 
ply of food at a nut shop beneath 
which the film's bad guys are digging 
a tunnel into the vault of a nearby 
bank, and the two heists coincide. 

The film's visuals evoke 1940s urban 
America, with vintage cabs, fedora- 
wearing wise guys, Irish cops, and 
low-browed palookas, but the generic 
period affectation is undermined by 
anachronistic jokes and some totally 
gratuitous "Gangnam Style." Good- 
natured and completely forgettable, 
the film includes Brendan Fraser, 

Liam Neeson, and Maya Rudolph as 
the best character, a pug who feels 
guilty about her lack of aggression 
toward rodents. (PG) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

POMPEII When Vesuvius kabooms 
an hour into Pompeii, it interrupts a 
perfectly spirited gladiator picture the 
likes of which Hollywood just doesn't 
make, a rousing slaves-vs.-Romans 
close-combat thriller I was in no way 
ready to see chucked in favor of the 
usual CGI apocalypse. Kit Harington 
(Game of Thrones' Jon Snow) stars 
as Celtic Warrior Whose Name I 
Forget, an orphaned hunk with abs 
so sharply defined you could race 
Matchbox cars through the grooves 
between them. He's hauled from a 
bloody-puddle London slave pit to 
battle in Pompeii's glittering arena, 
which is the gladiator equivalent of 
Triple-A ball, just one step down from 
Rome. Slave Hunk falls for Pompeiian 
princess Cassia (Emily Browning) 
and, more promisingly, strikes up a 
terrifically entertaining friendship 
with Atticus (Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje), a champion pit-fighter our 
hero is slated to face in to-the-death 
combat. Before that can happen, 
the volcano blows up. Anderson is 
an impressive crafter of pop-gothic 
images, and each shot of cataclysmic 
nonsense flows smoothly into the 
next, a feat once so fundamental to 
filmmaking that it still feels absurd 
to have to praise it. Better still is the 
combat. Anderson's battles are crisp, 
brutal, and stirring, and unlike Ridley 
Scott he doesn't try to shame us for 
wanting to see gladiators crack each 
other's skulls. He stages his fights 
with comic-book zeal rather than 
puffed-up graphic-novel miserable¬ 
ness. The romance is as fresh as the 
box of Arm & Hammer in the back of 
your fridge, and the movie ends on a 
swooningly poetic lovers' clutch that 
had my preview audience howling. 
Laughs are laughs, though, so why 
knock it? (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

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The Lion In Exile 


UC Irvine professor Ngugi Wa Thiong’o is still Mau-Mau-ing oppressors

W hen most Americans think of 
Kenya, they envision safaris, 
long-distance runners and the 
snowcapped peaks of Mount Kilimanjaro 
(which is actually in Tanzania). They 
probably don’t think about bloody revo¬ 
lutions, warlords and dictators, topics 
that make up the life’s work of Ngugi Wa 
Thiong’o, the UC Irvine professor of com¬ 
parative literature who is one of Africa’s 
leading intellectuals and activists. 

Thiong’o has taught in Nairobi and 
England, as well as at Yale and New York 
University, and has authored dozens of 
novels, plays and essays that have been 
translated into 30 languages and landed 
him on many short lists for the Nobel Prize 
in Literature. For that work, he has been 
imprisoned, forced into exile, censored 
and targeted for assassination. In 2004, 
during his first visit to Kenya in 22 years, 
he was attacked and beaten by assailants 
he believes were politically motivated. 

But through it all, he has continued to 
write and teach, and this weekend, his 
1976 play, The Trial ofDedan Kimathi, 
receives a production courtesy of the UCI 
Theater Department. The script is a free¬ 
wheeling melange of prose, poetry, music 
and dance that, while loosely recounting 
the drummed-up trial of a real person 
executed for his role in the 1950s Kenyan 
Mau-Mau uprising against the last ves¬ 
tiges of British colonialism, was as much 
about repression in mid-1970s post-colo¬ 
nial Kenya and, by extension, oppression 
anywhere in our globalized world. 

“Yes, it is a play that deals with a his¬ 
torical event of someone involved in the 
struggle for liberation, but it’s also a work 
of art that applies to anyone going against 
forces that seem, at the time, invincible,” 


says Thiong’o. “To see the struggle that 
[the protagonist] had to go through, fight¬ 
ing against the British Empire still near 
its height, that’s a David-versus-Goliath 
story, and that kind of message and strug¬ 
gle is always relevant.” 

In the forward to the play, Thiong’o and 
co-author Micere Mugo wrote that it was 
“an imaginative re-creation and interpre¬ 
tation of the collective will of the Kenyan 
peasants and workers in their refusal to 
break under 60 years of colonial torture 
and ruthless oppression by the British 
ruling classes and their continued deter¬ 
mination to resist exploitation, oppression 
and new forms of enslavement.” 

A year after writing the play, his first 
novel in 10 years, Petals of Blood, was 
released to great critical claim in Kenya 
and Great Britain, along with his play, 

I Will Marry When I Want. Both were 
stirring indictments of social injustice in 
contemporary Kenyan society and cham¬ 
pioned the rights of ordinary Africans. 
That made him no friends among Kenya’s 
ruling elite, and on Dec. 31,1977, he was 
confined with no charges to a maximum- 
security prison. Still, he refused to be 
silenced; he wrote a novel in his native 
language, Gikuyu, on toilet paper while in 
prison. He was released the next year after 
an international campaign spearheaded 
by Amnesty International. However, he 
was barred from teaching in the nation’s 
universities. He continued to write, and in 
1982, while in Great Britain promoting the 
English translation of Devil On the Cross, 
he learned the Moi dictatorship, which 
solidified its hold on the country in 1978, 
was planning to kill him upon his return 
to Kenya. 

Forced into exile, his books banned 


from educational institutions in his own 
country, he continued to tirelessly write, 
teach and work on behalf of releasing 
political prisoners in Kenya. After 10 
years as an NYU professor, he moved to 
Irvine in 2002, the same year the Moi 
dictatorship ended and he was free to at 
least visit Kenya. 

Now 76, Thiong’o has earned the right 
to reflect, and he remains “hopeful” for 
his native country and that massive, 
complex continent. “I’m a very optimis¬ 
tic person,” he says. “I knew where we 
were when I was born in 1938—how any 
white person could stop you and slap you 
and ask you for your identification—and 
where we are now.” 

And if there’s one thing that fuels his 
optimism, it’s the knowledge of the potency 
of communication through art, something 
that has brought him so far and allowed 
him to overcome so many obstacles. 

“The reason art comes from all kinds of 
people, from the Swahili of Kenya to peo¬ 
ple in India to people in England, is that 
it speaks and is nourished by the human 
imagination, which is the most crucial 
quality of the human,” he says. “It’s only 
through imagination that we create pos¬ 
sibilities, whether in science, architecture 
or journalism or anything. So music, sculp¬ 
ture, theater, fiction—they’re not external. 
They’re integral to our social existence 
and the possibility of our being human 
beings, whether in America or in Kenya.”

Keeping the Motor Running 

Gabby Gaborno shares the key to longevity for the Cadillac Tramps

I t’s weird to hear the front man of 
one of the rowdiest, roughest bands 
in OC history trip out about a couple 
of cuss words. On the phone with his 
4-year-old son sitting next to him, 

Mike “Gabby” Gaborno of the Cadil¬ 
lac Tramps is waxing nostalgic about 
his band’s heyday in the early ’80s. 
Though he has been hanging on to his 
music career long enough to see the 
music landscape change around him, 
other things about OC are still frustrat- 
ingly familiar. 

“In some ways, the [punk] scene 
has changed because it’s grown, and 
now punk has turned into a house¬ 
hold name,” Gaborno says. “As far as 
political things go, it’s the same fuck¬ 
ing bullshit.” He catches himself and 
quickly apologizes and says he’s self- 
conscious about swearing in front of 
his kid. 

Perhaps becoming a parent and an 
elder statesman of the local music scene 
has softened him a bit—proof that even 
the guy we referred to in a 2013 cover 
story (“jPinche Punks!” by Gustavo 
Arellano) as “the curandero, the witch 
man” isn’t impervious to the spell that 
comes over any normal, doting father. 

“Don’t get me wrong: I love punk 
rock, my bands and stuff,” Gaborno 
says. “But when it comes to my kid, it’s 
like a love I never knew existed.” 

For the past 25 years, Gaborno has 
battled some personal ups and downs, 
including drug addiction, violence and 
jail time. Among his tricks for survival 
has been singing for the Tramps—as 
well as his revered punk cover-band 
crew Manic Hispanic. Despite numer¬ 
ous lineup changes, band breakups and 
reunion shows, he has become a beloved 
local legend (or, as we like to say, one of 


OC’s Finest Mexicans). And Gaborno 
has learned to appreciate what he’s got 
while he’s got it, he says: his son and his 
music career. “Everyone’s gotta hang on 
to that as best you can,” he says. “If you 
keep one foot in tomorrow and one foot 
in yesterday, you’re pissing on today, and 
for me, that doesn’t work.” 

The Cadillac Tramps started in the 
mid-’80s with Brian Coakley (guitar/ 
vocals), Johnny Wickersham (guitar/ 
vocals), Warren Renfrow (bass) and 
Dieter Hartmann (drums). From the 
get-go, their nitty-gritty psychobilly

sound had many critics writing them 
off as “drunk brawl room music.” But 
to Gaborno, it was always about the 
rock & roll and having a good time, not 
the reckless, drunken violence they 
encountered during their days playing 
venues such as the Cuckoo’s Nest. 

Considered one of the contribu¬ 
tors to the early punk-rock scene, the 
Westminster native still counts his 
equally crazy contemporaries among 
his favorite bands to listen to. “To this 
day, I love all kinds of rock music. But, 
some of my favorite bands are from 
the OC: Adolescents, Social Distortion 
and TSOL,” Gaborno says, rattling off 
the names of the usual suspects of the 
OC punk canon. “These are bands who 
were pioneers not only for Orange 
County, but on a national scale.” The 
Crowd, perhaps a lesser-known band 


from this category of acts, will be shar¬ 
ing the stage with the Cadillac Tramps 
at a special $5 show on Friday at the 
Observatory in Santa Ana. 

“The Crowd have been around the 
longest,” Gaborno says. “They have 
that Beach Boulevard sound that never 
changed, but it’s great music.” 

If there is one thing that has helped 
the Cadillac Tramps keep kicking, 
it’s breaking away from domestic life 
every so often to go out on tour. “It’s 
our brotherhood within the bands 
that we’ve [played and toured with],” 
Gaborno says. Through it all, there is 
an unspoken bond they share. “We’ve 
been through a lot and seen a lot of 
places together. But then, there were 
three times when we wanted to kill one 
another,” Gaborno recalls with a laugh. 
“Those guys are like family to me.” 

That family also includes the fans. 

At this point, the Tramps are one of the 
few bands that can easily draw multiple 
generations of punks to come out to 
shows. And watching their OG sup¬ 
porters push up to the front of the stage 
always gives them a much-needed jump 
in their collective, fire-breathing, punk- 
rock engine. “I especially love seeing 
the older cats get in the pit with the 
younger ones,” Gaborno says. “Some¬ 
times, fans will come up, and it will be 
a mom, dad and kid, and the parents 
will say they met at our shows in the 
past. To me, it really is amazing to know 
we’ve survived that long.”

Music for Jah Children 

Fortunate Youth’s all-ages reggae shows 
breathe life into the band

F ortunate Youth, a six-piece reggae 
outfit from the South Bay, know just 
how lucky they are. While “fortu¬ 
nate” may be an obvious descriptor for 
guys who get to travel the country playing 
reggae, the “youth” part has gained more 
significance as five years of recording and 
touring has expanded the group’s positive 
vibe to a national, all-ages audience. 

“We’ve heard from parents through¬ 
out the whole country that their 7- and 
8-year-olds love our music,” says drum¬ 
mer Jordan Walpole. 

“We’re lucky that, as we get 
more popular, we can help 
others and remain appreciative 
of everything.” 

One particular member of the band’s 
prepubescent fan base gets extra love 
and support from the group at each show 
she attends. “A good friend of ours has 
a daughter who was battling cancer at a 
very young age,” Walpole explains. “She 
fought it and has been very successful... 

. She’s happy and young and talented and 
amazing, and she comes to every show she 
can. We always give her a bunch of love; 
we’re so happy every time she’s there... 

. It’s great to be a part of something that 
can help people in need.” 

The band also give back to less-than-for- 
tunate youths by supporting a nonprofit that 
brings music-education classes to under¬ 
funded inner-city schools. “For the past cou¬ 
ple of years, we’ve been part of a compilation 
called Music Unites, which was released 
digitally and hit huge on the Billboard 
charts,” Walpole says. ‘We’re lucky that, as 
we get more popular, we can help others and 
remain appreciative of everything.” 


Formed from the ashes of two previous 
bands, the members of Fortunate Youth 
have been working nearly nonstop since 
they joined forces five years ago. “Our first 
show was for our manager’s birthday party 
on short notice, and we felt so fortunate to 
get together and have that happen,” Wal¬ 
pole says. The group turned that feeling 
into not only a band name, but also a mis¬ 
sion statement. 

“No matter what music we grew up on, 
all of us feel the passion and emotion of 
reggae music, as well as the positive mes¬ 
sage,” Walpole says. 

Fortunate Youth have spent nearly as 
much time on the road as off in the years 
since they formed. They are currently on 
a 49-venue headlining tour that began 
Thursday, March 6, slips into Fullerton’s 
Slidebar Rock-N-Roll Kitchen on Mon¬ 
day and ends at the Observatory in Santa 
Ana on May 10. Dubbed “It’s All a Jam,” 
this is the band’s fourth headlining expe¬ 
dition, which doesn’t include tours in 
support of acts such as the Expendables 
and Tribal Seeds or shows with Pepper, 
the Wailers, and Toots & the Maytals. 
They’re also collaborating with a band 
called Los Rakas, a hip-hop group from 
the Bay Area. 

Traveling the country to preach the good 
word of reggae is a positive experience, 
according to Walpole, even in unexpected 
places. “It’s nice when you’re in a state like 
Alabama, or somewhere you’ve only heard 
about, and you meet the greatest, nicest 
people ever,” he says. “You’re just stoked.”

I f there's such a thing as a high-functioning 
rock band, Ted Z and the Wranglers are 
it. Since getting serious as a band a couple 
of years ago, they've been on a creative 
tear, with a debut LP released last year, an 
EP in January and another EP dropping this 
month. "I still have more songs," says Ted 
Zakka, the group's front man and primary

songwriter. "I'm actually starting another 
full-length. I figure the more music I get to 
people, the better, instead of just waiting." 

And these aren't one-take, raw-and- 
rowdy fuzz/punk recordings. The Wranglers 
root themselves in the realm of cowboy 
Americana, a sound more akin to Nashville 
than SoCal, and they employ the genre's 
requisite high level of musicianship, with 
band members flexing their chops, remi¬ 
niscent of the famous Nashville A-Team 
session crew that backed Elvis, Dylan, Patsy 
Kline—basically everyone who had a coun¬ 
try hit in the '50s, '60s and '70s. 

Unlike most session ensembles, however, 
Zakka's band are mostly his old friends. 

He has worked on and off with guitarist/ 
harmonica player Mike Leyton since they 


were high school pals in Newport Beach in 
the late '90s, playing reggae-punk together. 
He has known bassist Mike Mages even 
longer, since his elementary-school days. 
Zakka, who for years was primarily a bassist 
in the band Handsome G, has been teaching 
the comparatively inexperienced Mages his 
way around the instrument, coaching him 
until he could hang with the rest of the band. 
The seat behind the drums, however—as 
is the case in about every local band in the 
history of music—was the toughest spot to 
fill, but Zakka hit the jackpot last year with 
Mike Myers, a hard-hitting skins player who 
sings a high harmony. As if they need it, 
they've added even more instrumental clout 
by signing up reigning Guitar Center blues- 
guitar champion Jackson Leverone. 

Zakka is quickto credit the guys behind 
him when talking about his recent success. 
"That's really been the blessing of this band, 
that everyone is willing to put in the time and 
effort," he says. "I don't know if it's because 
we're a little bit older now or what, but it's 
working." Another huge reason for this 
recent prolific spate of songwriting is Zakka's 
longtime studio collaborator and engineer, 
Scott Zschomler, who has tracked a little bit 
of everything for the Wranglers—mainly a 
lot of tasty pedal-steel parts—at his Beehive 
studio space in Costa Mesa, where the guys 
have been holed up on a consistent basis. 

Despite taking about five years' worth of 
indie-rock steps in two years' time, Zakka 
still has a twinge of impatience in his voice, 
especially when it comes to booking out¬ 
side SoCal. Ted Z and the Wranglers didn't 
get into SXSW this year, and he's a little 
bummed about it. "We would like to get a 
touring manager and make a living doing 
this," he says. "It'll take some finagling [of 
members' schedules], but everyone is ready 
to [tour]; we got a van and everything ready 
to go. It's just a matter of getting those 
shows and making it worth our while."
